Ill  order  to  encourage  correspondence  and  cooperation  among  the 
agricultural  societies  and  fair  associations  of  the  State,  the  Penn- 
sylvania Department  of  Agriculture  publishes  herewith  as  full  a  list 
as  it  has  been  able  to  obtain  of  such  societies  and  associations  within 
the  Commonwealth ;  together  with  the  names  and  addresses  of  their 
respective  officers,  and  the  dates  arranged  for  fairs  and  exhibitions 
during  the  coming  summer  and  fall. 

For  several  years  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  appropriated 
money  to  agricultural  associations  and  fairs  for  the  advancement 
of  agriculture.  The  prizes  offered  for  the  premiums  of  agricultural 
products  are  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  the  effort  of  the  people 
in  the  improvement  of  livestock  and  agricultural  products  by  bring- 
ing together  for  competition  the  best  in  the  county  in  livestock, 
fruits,  grain  and  vegetables. 

It  has  been  a  common  criticism  of  the  county  fair  that  there  has 
not  been  sufficient  competition  in  livestock  and  agricultural  products 
to  make  the  exhibit  educational,  interesting  and  stimulating.  More 
farmers  should  bring  the  best  of  their  herds  and  flocks  as  well  as 
products  from  the  fields  and  gardens  to  their  respective  county  and 
local  fairs  and  exhibit  the  same  in  competition  with  their  neighbors. 
This  would  arouse  interest  and  lay  the  foundation  for  greater  effort 
in  the  improvement  of  livestock  and  agricultural  products. 

Pennsylvania  is  a  great  State  from  an  agricultural  standpoint  as 
well  as  in  many  other  ways.  The  farmers  and  others  interested  in 
agricultural  pursuits  are  awakening  to  the  possibilities  of  the  State 
along  agricultural  lines,  and  have  a  vision  of  so  advancing  farming 
conditions  that  Pennsylvania  will  not  rank  tenth  in  the  value  of 
crops  and  livestock  produced  but  about  seventh,  the  place  to  which 
it  rightfully  belongs. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  is  ready  at  all  times 
to  cooperate  with  the  farmers  of  the  State  in  every  way  possible  for 
the  development  of  agriciilture  and  advancement  of  rural  life.
